Two year opt-out 
clause has been 
added to lease for 
both sides

The town has agreed to rent 
the Melville St. dock to 
Whirlpool Jet Boat Tours for 
another 10 years, but an 
escape clause has been added 
to the terms of the lease. 

Several residents had told 
councillors at a recent public 
meeting, through correspon¬ 
dence, and again at council 
Monday that they felt the 
length of the lease was too 
long. Councillors approved 
the new terms Monday that 
would allow either the town 
or the jet-boat company to 
give the other side two years 
notice to opt out of the deal 
with no financial penalty. 

The major concern 
expressed regarding the 
length of the lease was wheth¬ 
er the tourist operation would 
fit into the town’s vision for its 
secondary plan for the dock 
area. The plan, which is cur¬ 
rently awaiting approval from 
the Region, calls for more 
public access.

Coun. Jamie King said the dock 
area has always had commercial 
activities and, with the jet-boat 
operation, it has grown to be “a 
significant economic force” for 
both the town and the Region. 
He said company president John 
Kinney was “very generous” to 
agree to the opt-out clause in the 
new lease. 

However, King said he does 
not tliink that the tourist attrac¬ 
tion fits into the town’s long-term 
vision for the dock area. 

“I would be very disappointed 
if we will not have exercised our 
termination clause,” said King. “I 
would like to see it moved to a 
more appropriate location in 

"I applaud the dock secondary 
plan,” said Kinney. “We’ve given 
(the dock area) a lot of vitality 
and a chance to be implemented 
sooner," referring to the town’s 
use of revenues from the jet-boat 
lease to purchase properties on 
the waterfront for increased pub¬ 
lic access to the river. 


Kinney said he complied with 
a request from the town after the 
last lease was signed in 2008 to 
reduce the number of boats using 
the Melville St dock. He said 50 
per cent of the operations at the 
Old Town dock have been moved 
to other locations along the river 
“at a great expense to us” 

He also disagreed with com¬ 
plaints from some residents 
about the continuing use of loud 
hailers on the boats. Kinney said 
they have not been used for three 

In response to concerns that 
the high-powered boats were 
eroding the river, Kinney said a 
study by a geo- technical firm 
funded by his company conclud¬ 
ed that the waves produced by 
the boats were not the reason for 
the river’s erosion. 

Coun. Martin Mazza noted 
that the mood of the residents 
has changed from saying “the 
jets boats have got to go” to real¬ 
izing that the operation is here to 
stay. Although he said he has no 
problem with the jet boats, he 
voted against the longer lease. 


“The next two terms of council 
will have no say," said Mazza. "”I 
think that’s scary.” 

Coun. Maria Bau-Coote was 
the only other councillor who 
voted against the lease, calling 
for a five-year lease with a one- 
year opt-out clause. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
addressed a request from 
Smugglers Cove boating club 
that the location where the jet 
boats accelerate up and down be 
changed due to the impact on 
their floating docks caused by 
the wake. 

“I gave them assurances that I 
would apply to seek a variance 
(from Transport Canada) in the 
powering up and powering 
down,” said Eke. 

The new lease, which takes 
effect Aprill, 2013, is expected to 
generate between $1.5 and $1.7 
million in rental fees over 10 
years and about $50,000 per year 
in property taxes. The current 
licence fee will be increased by 
$10,000 to $140,000 next year 
with annual increases based on 
the consumer price index.

Christina Gent could be for¬ 
given for believing fate has it in 

After all, not many people 
watch fire consume their house 

Instead of welcoming a poten¬ 
tial home buyer into her 
Wellington St. home Monday 
morning, the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake resident fled the building 
with three of her four pets to 
escape a blaze. 

The basement, part of the first 
floor and the roofwere destroyed 
by a fire that may have killed one 
of Gent's cats. 

"I'm OK for the moment, but I 
really don't know yet what I am 
going to do," she said, watching 
firefighters pack up their gear 
late Monday morning. "But then, 
I have been up since early this 
morning. And since I've been 
through this before, I know what 
to expect." 

Gent was jolted from her 
sleep by her smoke alarm 
around 6:30 a.m. She said she 
grabbed her two dogs and got 
out of the house as it filled with 
smoke. 

"My tabby cat just bolted out 
of the house. She was like 'Get 
out of my way, dogs!"' she said. 
"I tried to grab my other cat. I

reached for her, but she was so 
scared she ran away from me. I 
haven't seen her since." 

Gent said she recently fin¬ 
ished renovating the house with 
the intention to sell it. She has 
been improving on the property 
since it was last badly damaged 
in a fire in 2008. 

"One of my dogs had knocked 
a lamp over onto my son's bed, 
which caught on fire," she said. 
"The fire damaged the front of 
the house pretty good." 

That fire in 2008 killed the two 
dogs and two cats Gent owned. 
After the building was repaired, 
she bought several fire extin¬ 
guishers and smoke alarms. 

"I just thought, 'No way is that 


going to happen again.'" 

But it did. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake fire 
department district Chief Greg 
Warner said the cause isn't 
known yet. Although his fire 
crews knocked the blaze down 
in about 20 minutes, it had 
already spread through the 
basement, up the walls and into 
the ceiling. 

The blaze destroyed or dam¬ 
aged most of her possessions, 
including the belongings of her 
grandparents that she inherited 
and were stored in her base- 

Gent said she has home insur¬ 
ance, but wasn't sure where she 
was going to go to live.

Dear Editor, 


Grant Hawes’ September 
6th letter “Finding a solu¬ 
tion” I met on September 
12, 2012 with Grant Hawes, 
Chair of the Niagara 
Vacation Rental 

Association, to discuss the 
issues related to cottage 
rentals. I appreciated his 
open approach to the prob- 

I support Grant and his 


by-laws and licensing for 
cottage rentals with more 
rigorous enforcement by 
the town or security system 
funded by the cottage rent¬ 
al owners. This would elim¬ 
inate neighbours near rent¬ 
als from monitoring the 
renters’ noise, disruption, 
and parking infractions. 

But there are three over¬ 
riding concerns I have that 


can only be changed by the 
town and the councillors. 
The first issue concerns the 
legality of cottage rentals 
being in residential areas 
R-l to R-4. As stated by the 
Ontario Municipal Board, 
cottage rentals are com¬ 
mercial entities and they 
do not meet the require¬ 
ment of single-family use. 
Unlike B&B's, there is no 
family in permanent resi¬ 
dence at the cottage rental 
to monitor and control 
guest’s behaviour. The con¬ 
tinual turnover of renters 
causes constant disruption, 
noise, parking problems 
and sometimes offensive 
behaviour to the neigh¬ 
bours nearby. 

The second concern, 
affects all Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents, that cottage 
rentals undermine our 
community. The more cot¬ 
tage rentals there are, 


Niagara will have fewer 
permanent residents. There 
are at least 100+ cottage 
rentals, licensed and unli¬ 
censed. The number con¬ 
tinues to grow at a rapid 
pace. Replacement of per¬ 
manent residents by short¬ 
term guests, who have no 
vested interest in our com¬ 
munity, does not bode well 
for the town. It is the per¬ 
manent residents who vote 
for councillors, who volun¬ 
teer for charitable work, 
and who help each other 
and help shape the com¬ 
munity. Any loss of perma¬ 
nent residents, in favour of 
short-term guests, dimin¬ 
ishes the town and hollows 
out the community. 

The third issue, Mr. Hawes 
states that cottage rental 
owners are residents of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake or plan 
to become residents, once 
retired. Through our peti¬ 


tioning, visits with residents 
who live next to cottage rent¬ 
als, we have found that the 
majority of owners are non¬ 
resident. To say they “intend” 
to retire to NOTL does not 
make them a resident 


r for s 


i the 


future. With the majority of 
rentals being owned by non¬ 
residents, it is clear that they 
cannot be monitored or con¬ 
trolled from afar. These non¬ 
resident owners have no 
vested interest in the com¬ 
munity, or its residents, apart 
from absentee ownership of 
their properties and the 
profits they receive. 

In summary, there is wide¬ 
spread support for our views 
and I ask council to protect 
its permanent residents and 
do what is right for the

When Canadian hero Terry Fox began 
his Marathon of Hope in 1980, he proba¬ 
bly didn't envision that 32 years later, 
millions of people would still be helping 
to fight cancer in his name.

Good quality upholstered 
furniture is manufactured 
with frames made of the best 
kiln-dried hardwood. They 
are also fully reinforced with 
corner blocks and glued and 
screwed to ensure excellent 
stability and you won't have 
problems with loose legs 
and arms or cracked frames. 
When re-upholstering your 
furniture make sure your 
frame is reinforced in this 
manner by a qualified reup¬ 
holsterer. 

After the old fabric and 
padding are stripped away, 
the bare frame and springs 
should be thoroughly exam¬ 
ined for any weaknesses or 
problems. Your spring sys¬ 
tem may need repairing or 


replacing. If a chair or sofa 
receives very heavy use our 
upholsterers recommend 
eight-way hand-tied web 
and coil construction. It sits 
beautifully and will last a 
lifetime.
